Applicant
was asked to submit his request in writing, giving full details of what he
proposes te do, for consideration by the City Manager and the lLegal Department,

Mrs, Meta A. Averas, 2908 Rlo Grande Strest, came before the Council
and reglatered a complaint agalnst the dog kennel at 2910 Rio Grande Street,
declaring that the sanitary conditions there were very bad. The matter was
referred to the City Manager and the Health Department for attention,

The Council spproved the proclamation to be lssued by the Mayor indors~
ing the Cancer Drive,

On August 17, 1945, the Board of Adjustment submitted to the City Council
a recommendation for the establishment of a larger industriasl area in the
eastorn section of ths City along the railroad tracks with a map attached to
the recommendation showlng the area recommended to be changed, to which recom-
mendation and map reference is herein made. Since this recommendation was
made, geveral small changes in the classification of this property have been’
made spasmodically and new industries have been located in this area and
beyond the City limits between the Airport Boulevard and the eastern City
1imits. :

In view of the present movement for bringing desirable industry into
Austin as contemplated by the Austin Area Hconomlc Development Foundation, the
Board of Adjustment again wishes $o urge upon the City Council to re-zone the
area shown on the attached mep as #D? Industrial District so that ample space
will be available for any new industries which desire to locate in the City
of Austin, and 1t would be not less than paradoxical if the Austin Ares
Economic Development Foundation would persuade industries to locate here and
then the industries would find no sultable area for developing their enter-
prises, The plecemeal changing of property is not desirzble or conducive
for industry to locate here due to the embarrassing delays involved in determ
ining whether any site selected by them as sultable cané be uged for thelr
rarticular activity. Complaints have been volced over this procedure, and
1f the Councll spproves the pelicy of bringing desirable high-class industry
into thls City 1t certainly should make land available in the area which is
most logical for it where railroad facilitles already exist without subject-
ing prospective investors to the irksome and time-.consuming procedure of
having individual lots or parcels of land made available.

The Board truste that the Council will give this sertous consideration
and by definite means sasslst the sponsors of the Economic Foundation to en-
courage the development of this ares for industrisl uses,

The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the
City of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear
from other underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we
have at hand, and that the minlmum depth stated does not have any reference
%o the fact 'bhat greater depths may no%t be required at speclal polnts, When
the Texas Public Service Company requires definite informatlon upon the ground
as to elevations or working points from which to base the location of thelr
assignments, they shall apply to the Department of Public Works not less than
three (3) days before such information is required. The Texas Public Service
Compeny is further put upon notice that they will be required to bear the
expense of repalrs or replacement of any underground utility damaged during
the construction of lines named in this resolution,
